New  Director  Wants  To  Make  *Y’ 
a  Vital  Part  of  the  Community  Again 


Oxford  St.  Closed 
for  Repaving

Residents  on  Oxford  St.  can 
expect  some  construction  distur¬ 
bance  and  inconvenience  for  a 
month  or  more  after  Labor  Day 
when  the  street  is  scheduled  to 
be  repaved. 

According  to  Bob  Leigh  from 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  (CEDC),  the  City 
has  agreed  to  give  Oxford  St.  a 
face-lift  once  the  Oxford  Place 
housing,  a  CEDC  project,  is 
completed. 

Construction,  estimated  to 
take  30  days,  will  begin  after  the 
September  1st  weekend  when 
the  street  will  be  closed  to  all 
parking  and  traffic. 

After  the  entire  surface  has 
been  dug  out  in  the  first  one  or 
two  days,  the  street  will  be 
partially  reopened  for  delivery 
trucks,  said  Ronald  Gerber,  the 
engineer  representing  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA). 

-  There  will  be  no  major 
changes  in  the  design  of  the 
street,  exCept  more  than  half  of 
the  existing  street  lamps  will  be 
replaced  with  higher  intensity 
bulbs  to  provide  better  lighting, 
Gerber  said. 

The  John  Mahoney  Construc¬ 
tion  Co.,  the  contractor,  will 
distribute  leaflets  in  English  and 
Chinese  to  notify  residents  of  the 
construction  schedule  and  co¬ 
ordinate  with  stores  along  Ox¬ 
ford  St.  to  accommodate  their 
business  needs.

Richard  K.  Chin  wants  to 
re-establish  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  as  a  “major  contributor 
to  the  fabric  of  the  community.  ’  ’ 

Chin,  33,  of  Boston  will 
become  the  new  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  South  Cove  Y  begin¬ 
ning  September  1. 

“I  want  to  generate  more 
responsive  programming  that 
will  address  not  just  the  recrea¬ 
tional  needs  of  youth  and  people 
of  the  community,  but  also  the 
educational  and  general  welfare 
of  the  community,”  he  said. 

Chin  sees  himself  as  stepping 
into  a  “critical  situation  that  wiU 
involve  concerned  and  inter¬ 
ested  parties”  and  reviving  a 
“major  institution”  in  China¬ 
town. 

Two  months  ago,  then-execu¬ 
tive  director  Ron  Yee  was 
dismissed  by  the  Greater  Boston 
YMCA,  which  is  responsible  for 
hiring  and  firing,  apparently  for 
the  lack  of  programming  at  the 
local  branch.  Through  recent 
years,  the  South  Cove  Y  has  also 
been  suffering  declining  mem¬ 
bership. 

Chin  believes  the  local  Y  is  at  a 
point  where  it  must  “compete 
against  threatening  forces  such 
as  self-destructive  tendencies 
and  groups  who  don’t  want  to 
get  tdong  with  one  another  and 
continue  in  a  cooperative 
spirit.” 

Chin  said  that  through  his 


involvement  with  different 
agencies  in  Chinatown,  he  can 
share  resources  with  people, 
letting  them  know  what  services 
are  available  to  them.  Major 
issues  he  would  like  to  help 
address  include  child  abuse, 
parenting,  identity  and  parent/ 
child  conflicts,  marital  and  turf 
problems,  and  survival  in  a 
English-speaking  society. 

While  he  has  heard  women 
workers  express  a  desire  for 
more  programs  directed  toward 
them,  Chin  also  wants  to  target 
another  population  which  has 
been  underserved  —  male  res¬ 
taurant  workers. 

Because  of  their  long  and  late 
hours  restaurant  workers  cur¬ 
rently  have  few  services  avail¬ 
able  to  them,  he  said.  He 
believes  this  population  could 
benefit  from  recreational,  lan¬ 
guage  instruction  and  social 
programs  which  would  “give 
them  a  more  balanced  life 
beyond  work  and  family.” 

Chin  does  not  view  this 
approach  in  programming  as  a 
departure  from  the  objectives  of 
the  YMCA,  but  instead  as 
reinforcement  of  its  original 
intention.  He  said  the  YMCA 
began  as  a  human  service 
organization,  addressing  pro¬ 
gramming  need  and  setting  up 
settlement  house  models. 

He  added  he  does  not  wish  to 
duplicate  current  human  ser¬ 
vices  offered  in  the  community, 
but  said  that  if  the  need  and 


demand  for  particular  services 
exceed  the  level  available,  the 
local  Y  will  move  to  meet  them. 

For  Chin,  who  was  bom  in 
China  and  raised  in  Chinatown, 
the  South  Cove  Y  has  served  as 
“a  big  focal  point  in  my  life.” 

‘  ‘The  Y  contributed  alot  to  my 
development  and  I  would  like  to 
continue  that  tradition,”  he 
said.  “When  I  grew  up  there 
was  alot  of  recreational  pro¬ 
grams.  But  today  we  need  more 
than  recreational  programs.  We 
also  need  educational  pro¬ 
grams.” 

He  emphasized  that  programs 
will  be  flexible  to  meet  the 
changing  needs  and  interests  of 
the  South  Cove  Y  membership. 
“We  want  it  to  be  fun,  too,  but 
not  forget  the  serious  side,”  he 
noted. 

Because  the  local  Y  operates 
on  a  small  budget,  he  said,  he 
will  also  be  working  to  increase 
volunteer  participation.  “It 
gives  people  the  opportunity  to 
help  the  community  and  to  tap 
on  the  abundant  talent  and 
resources  out  there  in  the 
community,”  he  said. 

Above  all,  Chin  wants  to 
regenerate  a  sense  of  welcome 
and  acceptance  at  the  local  Y.  “I 
want  all  who  grew  up  in  the 
community  to  come  in  and  visit 
and  all  interested  parties  to  see 
how  we  can  be  mutually  helpful 
to  one  another,”  he  explained. 

Phil  Chew,  newly-elected 
president  of  the  South  Cove  Y 


Board  of  Directors,  headed  the 
search  committee  which  recom¬ 
mended  Chin  to  the  Greater  Bos¬ 
ton  YMCA  for  the  position  of 
executive  director.  “He  has 
strong  programming  ideas  and 
his  ideas  on  outreach  are  good. 
He  has  a  good  personality.  He  is 
respected  in  the  community  by 
everyone.  And  we  think  he’ll  do 
a  good  job,”  Chew  said. 

Chin  holds  a  BA  in  Sociology 
and  Masters  degree  in  Social 
Work  from  Boston  University. 

Until  recently,  Chin  was  a 
staff  clinician  of  the  Mental 
Health  Department  of  the  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Cen¬ 
ter.  From  1976  to  1978,  he  was 
the  administrative  coordinator 
of  the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council;  from  1975  to  1976,  a 
guidance  counselor  in  the  Brook¬ 
line  public  school  system;  from 
1972  to  1973,  assistant  director 
of  the  South  Cove  Golden  Age 
Center.
